FRIGHTFUL DEATH.
————

A Man Is Caught Between the Cosw of an
Iren Cutting Machine and Horribly Man-
wled,

The Plttsbhurg Chronicle of last evening pays:
An accident occurred this morning in the iron
mill of Mesers, MeKulght & Co., on the Monon-
cabela river, between Flfteenth and Sixteenth
etreets, Blrmhlfham. by which a young German
named Joseph Fritz met with a horrible death.
It appears that Fritz was the assistant work-
man running & huge pair of steam shears for
cutting iron, and undertook to grease the cams

and cogs of the machine while In motion, In
g0 doing a swab Is used, the bandle of which
caught in his leather glove, worn as a protection
to the band, and the swab became fastened in
the cogs, dragging the unfortunate man head-
long among the machinery. In the attempt to
save himeelf be eelzed the arm of the small fly-
wheel which was revolving in an opposite direc-
tion to that of the cog-wheels, and he was
thrown vielently into the pit, with his face rest-
ing on the shaft, The body was thrown into
such a position as to force the belt from the
drum, and the machinery was Immedistely
gtopped. Thisa was the first intimation of the
accident his fellow-workmen received. The
alarm was immediately given, and the mangled
body was taken out of the machinery with the
greatest diffienlty, it being necessary to take
the cutting machine apart and remove the por-
tiong by means of a crave.

The body was removed to the warelonse on
Sixteenth street, and acting Coroner Donaldson
summoned to hold an Inqueet. Mr. Fleming,
the engineer, and Mr Brashear, in charge of
the machinery of the mill, testified to the facts
given above, and slated that if there was any
carelessness it was on the part of the deceased
himself, as it was not customary, bt very dan-
gerous, to greage or swab the machinery while
in motion. The jury retired, and in a few mo-
ments rendered a verdict of accidental death.

The case put on trial to-day was that of Michae)
Welsh, a young man of nineteen or twenty, chiarged
with taking the Iife of & youth named Samuel J,
Simes, at a coal yard at Fifteenth and Wilow
sireets, on the 24th of jast month, A boy named
James Donnelly was (ndicted with Welsl, but the
Grand Jury igoored the indictment, and conse-
quently Welsh s alone upon trial, He 1§ represented
by John O'Byrne, Esg, A jury was selected in ten
minutes, no challenges being exercised by counsel
en either side, The 1acts, as alleged by the Cam-
monwealth, are the following :—

Simes was sitting In the conl yard when the de-
fendant and Donoely entered and engaged him in a
converaation upon religlon. They hecame excited,
and Welsh offered to fdght Simea, who retreated (nto
the ofice, pursued by Welsh, and then into the
street, where they selzed each other. In the scanle
that enrued both fell to the Hmund. Simes' head
striking the rallroad track, death resuitiog rrom the
shock., Of what grade of offense he Is gullty If at
all, the District Attorney suld he would leave the
Jury to determine, The case {8 yet on trial,

The Grand Jury Labor Under a Mistake,
Several days ago the Grand Jury made a speclal
resentment to the Conrt, suuluﬁ forth that they
ound several persons lying in the County FPrison
without legal Hm«xsu for thelr incarceration, that is,
without any charges having been preferred agalnst
them, and without the means of appealing to the
Jourt through the ordinary channels, and there-
fore they nsked the Court to take such speedy
action for thelr relief ag they deemed proper. They
referred speclally to the colored men who were sald
to have been brought on from Baltimore at elestlon
time for _ [raudulent  purposes, At the
time Judge Ludlow emphatically sald the Grand
Jury had been misinformed or labored under a mis.
taken impression, and that the state of facts repre-
sented did oot and could not exst,. Me ordered an
immediate investigation ihto the matter to be lostl-
tuted and prosecuted, and this morning when the
Grand Jory came in he showed them the certifcate
of the prison Keeper that no person was conlined
there who had not been {gsumrly committed by a
magistrate, and he produced the commitments ander
which the colored men from Daltimore were
gent to prison in defanlt of bail to awalt trial at the
next term of the Court, and since the menton of the
case by the Grand Jury, the Distriot Attorney had
caused indictments to be prepared agaiost these
men in advance of other cases having an equal
clalm upon his attention, He repeated that (@ was
utterl rossible for a man (o be unlavfully de-
Em’e of his liherty for more than &n hour, for the
‘eurt was always open to aford rellef upon
write of habeas corpus, which were to be had
for the mere asking. He was happy to say thit in
the only cases the Grand Jury had seen it o make
an{' mention, neither the prison kecpers, the Digtriot
Attorney, por the Court had been in the least un-
mindfal of thelr daties.

A Grand Juror asked {f an alderman had the right
to commit to prison for the aonpayment of his costs,
to which the Judge repiled that (o some cases he
had and In others he had pot.

HOW THE APACHES WAGE WAR.

Twelve Men Killed by the Eavames—(ae
Tuken Prissner; und Helonscd After & Loung
tnpidviiy.

The S8an Francisco Alfa of Oct. 10 says: —

Last July there was published in the Alla an
account of the murder of a party of white men
near Kitehen's ranch, io Arizona, by the Apache

Indiaps. The names of the murdered men were

We give
below the story of Mr. B. B, SBmith, as related
by that gentleman yesterday to owe of the re-

“] am o resident of St. Paul, Minnesota,
where my famlly now reside, In 1862 I came

to this coast, and for several years travelled o

great deal through Ar California, and the
northern part of Mexico, londing the life
of an adventurer fora few years [ Lo
B¢, Paul.

They had
been sirl of clothing, Things
looked a liltle squally, and 1 hesitated some
time before I decided to go forward. I pro-
ceeded cautionsly on fool, and within a
mile 1 found another body, which, upon exami-
nation, proved to be that of Juan Innego, a
Bpapish merchaot who resided at Altar, forty
miles distant. He was probably on hla way o
Tuceon. I knew him well when [ was down
there in 1552 and 1853, About twenty rods
from there I found the body of a Spaniard,
known as Clpriano, who lived in Magdalena. A
ittle further on ! came upon the bodies of three
pnknown men. Thero is 5o mistake abont it, |
was now thoroughly Wwightened. Death secmed
to gtare me in the face every way | turned,

“"“While considering what was best to be done
I was startied I?' a volce, near at hand, eom-
manding me in loud English to halt. My Henry
ritle was brought up for use, and I now wmpde
up my mind to fight to the death. I looked
cautiouely in every directlon, but was unable to
discover the person who bailed me. Again 1
wae halled with, ‘Who are you?" Still 1 conld
not discover where the voice came from, and
knowing 1 stood at the mercy of the person
speaking, I replied, ‘A friend to all nations,” |
was then commanded Lo drop my arms, and I did
s0. At thig, a stalwart Mexican, whose name |
afterward learned was Joan Montoia, strode ont
of the bush, and, takiog my horse and arms,
ordered me to follow bim. He led me to a camp
of Apache Indians only a few rods distaat,
where I was placed under guard. Montoia was
the leader of the band, which was compozed of
fifty-six warrlors, avd his orders were all obe
promptly. Thal night and the next day I talked
to him in both Spanish and Eoglish, aud tried
to learn from bim what was to be my fate: I told
bim I bad served through the war as an officer
in the United States army, and showed hm my
papers, and told him the object of my mission to
sonora.

“The next day "a number of them started off
up the road. and in a short time we heard seve-
ral shots, asd I kuew they were murdering
other travellers. I remained a prisoner twenty-
eight days, and was then released, and pro-

| eeeded on o mule, which Montoia gave me, to

Uriz, the capital of Bonora. While I remained
with the party they continued their murdering
and plunderiog most every day. They were
beld under complete military discipline by
Montofa, and were trained to obey commands
which he gave by the buagle when in
action. All were armed with Henry and
Bharpe’r rifles, and revolvers. They were
well mounted, and fought like veterans
when it came to a close contest. Montoia told
me he had scouts on the hills as lookouts, and
that they signalled to him the approach of par-
ties, and everythisg of importance regardiog
them. I have no ldea ;:)1:1’ they spared my life
when they killed everybody else on sight. They
always had a big Emr-wow and sealp-dance
after a killing, and then the spolle were divided.
They took all of my clothing, and gave me
some old articles taken from some of their
wurdered victims in place of them. Afterl had
visited Uriz I returned to Guaymas by way of
Hermoslilla.

FRANCE IN TRAINING.

¢, F. T. nt Marsellles— His Specch—Rowllder-
ment and Enthusiasm of the Freach.

Mr. Train had forwarded a telegram to the
Prefect from Port Said, Egypt, then another
from Malta, a third from 'kunn. and ﬂnuuiy a
fourth from the Stralt of Bonifacio anaouncing
his approach and his intention to address the
prople. The last of these, contalning slmply
the words 'L’ Aigle de [Amerique! Ca ira!’ was
posted on the bulletin-board of the Prefecture,
and ereated an lmmense excite-
ment.  Therefore, when the steamer
arrived and the pews spread throughout the
eity that Mr. Train had reached the Hotel de la
Mediterranee, the entire population throoged
into the open gquare in front of that hotel. The
American and Fenlan flags already floated from
the roof. The people nevertheless were obliged
to wait nearly an hour, while Mr. Train ar-
ranged his costume, dictating meanwhile his
gpeech (the same delivered T8 successive nights
at bome) to the secretary of the Prefect, who
trapslated it into French sentences, which the
orator, with his astonlshing memory, needed to
hear but a single time.

When, finally, Mr. Trala appeared on the

balcony In a black dress-coat, spotted with
olden fleurs.de-lis, a pink satin walstcoat
uttoped with large diamonds, the harp of
Erin in green enamel on his bosom, and kid
gloves, the fiugers of which were colored
alternately red, white, and blue, representing
both France and America, the semsation pro-
duced was indescribable. His figure, relleved
agaiuet the large blackboard which he always
carries with him, glittered In the rays of the
seiting sun, and the plece of chalk upheld in
his right hand was visible to the eyes of every
epectator. ’
